and milk and three tablespoon fuls of 
sugar. The soft custard should nol 
be allow ed to boil too long, or it will 
curdle.

Thei number of forms in 

which (he product of the cacao tree is 

sold in the market, the most con- 
venient ami nutritious being choco- 
late. The cacao tree is a native of 

Central America and Mexico, it 
in some other places, also, 
Africa and the West Indies. It is a 
small tree, and usually grows in the 
shade of a larger tree. The fruit is 
large ououmber filled with a 
red pulp, in which is found a number 
of beans, either red, brown or black.

We used 
to live there two years, and saw 
many curiosities left by the Mormons 
in buildings and relies of the Mormon 
temple. 

The construction o( an elevated 
railroad was begun al Sioux City, 
la., last Saturday. It will be a 
mile and a half in length, and in future 

will be extended. It will be complet- 
ed about December 1st. This is the 
first elevated railroad built in the 
West, and shows the enterprise of 

the wild, woolly West, beating many 
of the larger and older cities, where 
old fogyisni exists, such as Chicago 
and St. Louis. The mutes in and 
around Sioux City will lake pleasure 
in riding on this road, and save their 
from walking over so many 
tracks down on the ground. 

The other day, the farmhou 
Andrew Anderson, near Carroll, 
caught tire, and in the absent 
water, the flames were subdued by a 
liberal application of milk.
